The committee also includes John 
Hpargo, socialist; Miss Ida Tarhell, 
woman w riter noted chiefly for her 
history of Rockefeller’s father; Tho­ 
mas H. Jones, of Chicago; W ard F.

Rockefeller and the members of 
the commission are considering how­ 
to carry on the national industrial 
conference work and gain a stand­ 
ing in the public estimation.

The idea 
Is now that the public group be g iv­ 
en a new standing and achieve results 
Independently. 
Rockefeller In his speech described 
as “ safe, conservative, moderate and 
sane” likened the problem before the 
public group as that of a tailor m ak­ 
ing a new garment from ’cloth of an 
old garment.
